The s#mmons alleged that fie 
unlawfully did extend the water 
Kowloon Tong ‘water to the Gov- 
qrament’s filtered mains on De- 
service by connecting unfiltéred 
cember 17, 1929. . 

Mr. Gittins, in reply, admitted 
the offence but said that \he put 


the defect right on the day that’ 


he received a notice from .the 
P.W.D. (December 28) but after 
he had done thts the summons 
was served on him’on December 
27. ‘ : 

Cart Before the Horse 


Reading the notice, his Worship 
pointed out that it did not say 
that a simmons would’ be served 
within three days, and in regard 
to this he, remarked that ‘it was 
lke “putting the cart before the 
horae.”

|HOME TREATMENT ‘ALLOWED 


Several questions relative ‘to 
smallpox and the measures adopted 
against its spread were asked yea- 
terday in tho name’ of Mr. M, K. 
Lo at the fortnightly meoting of the 
Sanitary Board. Notice of the 
questions to be asked had been pre- 
viously given by Mr. Lo, but as he 
was unable to attend yesterday, the 
queations were asked in his name 
by the Hon. Mr, J, P. Braga, 

From the’ answers given, it was 
made clear that cases of smallpox 
might be trented at home if certain 
conditions were complied with, and 
that ‘while disinfection {s innocu- 
ous it-{s occasionally injurious to 
clothing, but Section 89 of the Or- 
dinance provides for reasonable

LECTURE BY PaOr. SIMPSON ~ 
H ASSOCIATION 


Is PinGiN DYING? 


“Most English, people,” sald 
Professor. R. K. M. Simpson, . in 
his lecture on “The Difficulties of |’ 
English” delivered yesterday to 
the English Association; “are as 
unconselous of tha difficulty of 
thelr language a8 health» people 
are of. thelr internal * organs,” 
Those of them who, had been 
brought’ up by muiden aunts. had 
in their childhood been ‘able’ to 
bring every queation to an autho- 
rity on pure English and get in 
every case an: emphatse reply. It 
was not to these ~people’that . ire 
wished to address -himself,,. Thdu- 
sands of writers worried over the 
difficulties of English—writers of 
fiction, and even more the authors 
of. treatises, hooks, and: reports 
who attempted to explain new. dis- 
coverles, law.,.and. thedries in 
clear understandable terms, ‘For 
such people the-pamphlets of the 
Englfah Association were as in- 
teresting as the Bystander. 

Constant Practice 

Using. a language correctly and 
being able to teach it were, how- 
ever, two different matters. The 
Introduction - of the. teaching of 
English in the curriculum of Eng- 
Nsh ' schools was comparatively 
new. It was found ‘impossible to 
tench English like Latin or Greck 
to foreign students as the study 
of English was rather like sailing 
on uncharted seas with the works 
of the great writers as the only 
guiding stars, English could not 
be learnt either by reading books 
or by attending lectures; its use 
was a habit and needed’ constant 
practice and close attention. 
maintained that 
English. was more difficult’ than 
inese.. In the efghtcenth cén- 
tury Dr. Johnson had , devoted 
elght years to the writing of 4 
grammar and dictionary which he 
hoped would ‘serve to. fix the lan- 
guage. The only thing he had fix- 
ed was the spelling, for which he 
received more blame than praise. 
aasid Johnson, “our 
speech copious without order, and 
energetic withont rules.” —

Three twin-serew steamers. to ba 
used in the British Coloumbla Coast 
and Alaska service of the Canadian 
National Stcamships are now under 
conatruction, and tho first of these vea- 
acis will be launched on January 17, 
1930, at-the yard of Measrs, Cammell 
Laird and Co. Ltd. Other launchings 
will follow at intervals of 
month, and theso steamers will 
go into commission. during the 
summer season .of. 1930 to serve 
a- traMe in tourist and. com- 
mercial passongor travel, cargo, and 
mall, which has been continuously ex- 
panding. “ 
These vessels are baling built 

tho yards of the com- 
pany, which previously construct- 
ed the five ships .now operating 
between Eastern Canada and the ,Bri- 
tish West Indies, and ara according to 
plans and specifications prepared by 
Messra, A. T. Wall and Company, of 
Liverpoo!, who also prepared the plans 
and supervised the building and fitting 
out of the steamers now on the Weat 
Indics trade, 

/The hull specifications for these 
twin-screw passenger and cargo ateam- 
era call for vessels which will be 
high class in every respect. In ac- 
cordance with the highest requirements 
of the British Board of Trado and tho 
Canadian Maritime authorities, all 
measures have been taken with regard 
to anfety at sea and the provision of 
ndequate protection against fire. 
-—-While fi outward appearance re 
sembling the steamers Prince George 
and Prince Rupert, now engaged in the 
British Columbia Coast trade, the new 
steamers Prince David, Prince Henry, 
and Princo Robert will be of greater 
length, wider beam, and draft being 
884 feet overall, as compared with 
806 feet of the present vessels.

COMPULSORY MOTOR 
INSURANCE 


POSITION REVIEWED: ARE 
COMPANIES STIFLING DEMAND? 


TRANSPORT COMMISSION 


For some time past there has 
been a vigorous demand by a Joud- 
voiced section of the press that all 
motorists should be compelled to 
insure against aceldents to others 
‘on the roud—third parties, as they 
are ‘called. The trouble has arisen 
from numerous cases. which have 
occurred when Injuries have been 
sustained by members of the public 
due to’tareless driving, and the 
Injured parties “have found, when 
they put forward 1 just claim for 
damages, that the motorist was un- 
able to meet the claim because ho 
was neither insured nor financially 
able. to meet it himself. 

The demand for compulsory In- 
surance received considerable sup- 
port from the proceedings of the 
Royal Commission on - Transport, 
which issued a first report two 
months ago. After summarizing 
the evidence for and against, the 
report says that the Commission 
have carefully considered all tho 
objections raised, and, while re- 
cognizing its limited scope and ful- 
ly .admitting the practical. difficul- 
ties\in the way, they think that the 
case for compulsory third-party 
risk Insurance is so strong that an 
attempt must be made to deal with 
it. 

They make two preliminary re- 
commendations; (1)' That the hold- 
ing of an Insurance policy “should 
be a condition precedent to ao 
vehicle being Hcensed, not. condi- 
tion required ,.for obtaining ao 
driver’s licence; and (2) that all 
that is required js that there should 
beringsurance against damage to life 
and Hmb (that is, in the case of. 
fatal accidents ‘and accidents” in- 
volving: bodily injury), and* that 
Insurance against damage to pro- 
perty is unnecessary for the pare 
ticular object they have in view. 
It,would reduce the cost and’ also 
simplify administration if all that 
was required was a receipt show- 
ing that the applicant had insured 
against damage to the life and limb 
of a third party, The Commission 
also make the following proposals: 

(i.) Every owner of a motor- 
vehicle should be required to in- 
sure against his legal liability’ to 
pay damages on account of tho 
death of or personal injury to, 
any person sustained in connec: 
tion with the use of a motor: 
vehicle. ae ‘ 

ii.) For the purpose of tho 
proposed scheme any person in 
charge of the ‘vehicle at the timo 
of the accident, and who has been 
authorized -by the owner to drive 
it, shalt be deemed to be the 
owner. ‘ ys 

{iti.) Any person applying for 
a-licence for a vehicle must pro 
duce a receipt from an authorized 
arr company showing that 
he is insured against third-party 
risks involving death or bodily 
damage, such policy to run, for 
the period for which the licence 
is current, ‘ } 

(iv.) That for the purposes of

number of uninsured motorists is 
small (which appears to be likely) 
it is aurely reasonable , to assume 
that the compulsory insurance of 
this small minority is not going to 
add very much to the’ total claims 
cost over the whole business. It ia 
not fair to assume ‘ that. everyone 
who is now uninsured {3 a bad risk, 
since ono’s experiance-shows that 
the bad riska almost Invarlably 
want: insurance and usually.gat it, 
whilst the uninsured class: probably 
consists almost entirely of people 
who have bought, out of their 
limited resources, a second-hand 
motor-cycle or an ancient car, and 
find that the annual cost of Insur- 
ance is almost a3 mych ‘as the cost 
of the motorcycle or car, * This 
class of motor-owner. cannot afford 
to pay, even the normal premiums 
and the effect of making insurance 
compulsory would be to keep’ them 
off the road until they could afford 
not only to buy a machine but - to 
insure it. It doés'not follow that 
this class. of owner Js in greater 
danger: of accidents than- the 


general body of Insured motorists | . 


but it does follow that if ‘a person 
cannot afford to pay {ngurance pre- 
mium he certainly cannot afford to 
meet any third-party claim which 
may be made againat him. * 

One cannot help feeling that in 
opposing the suggestions of . the 
Royal Commission the ‘insurance 
‘companies are once again trying to 
stifle demand rather than to find 
ways’ and means of meeting, It. 
This is no new attitude, but. “it is 
an’ attitude which , the companics 
will no doubt decide is not one to 
be pursued too far when the de- 
mand is backed up by the Govern- 
ment, It can hardly be the desire 
of anybody concerned, whether it 
be the Government, the insurance 
companies, or the’ public, that 
motor-car insurance should become 
a form of State insurance. The 


Ingurance campanies have the whole 


of the machinery. for dealing with 
the business, and in particplar for 
handling ‘claims in full working 
order, and from every point of view 


it is destrable that this machinery | 


should continue to operate. 

A conference is to be held 
at ‘the Ministry of Transport, 
to which representatives of | the 
Insurance offices and-othor intorest- 
ed parties havé becd’invited. This 
conference will consider a draft 
scheme already formulated by the 
Ministry as the basis of a bill to 
be Introduced to Parliament’at the 


earliest opportunity. ‘The scheme }. 


provides for the carrying out of 
the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on tho lines detailed 
above. It suggests that, uninsured 
motorist ‘shall be liablo;'on. convic- 
tion, to a fine not exceeding £50 
and to imprisonment 'for a term not 
exceeding three months,-and shall, 
in ‘addition, ‘ bo disqualified for 
holding ‘a driver's Hicence for a 
period of not less’ thar twelve 
months.

BRISTOL'S BEER. TRADE: 
SOME INTERESTING FACTS - 


ee SAXON MEAD. 
» The. art of, making beer is a vory 
ancient one, “for it Is “an authen- 
ticated fact that so long ago as 
9,000 B.C. the Egyptians were mak- 
ing an intoxicating. Hquor from 


‘{barlay or other grain. While cider 


and mead were the chief drinks of 
our Saxon forefathers,- beer was 
manufactured by them by a primi- 
With the coming of 
the Normans. the . consumption of 
beer increased, and some of - the 
best was made in the monasteries, 
The well-known West Country his- 
torian William of Malmesbury fias 
put it on record that in the reign 
of Henry II. the -Engiish monas 
terles had ‘attained fame on the 
Continent forthe fine quality of 
thelr ales. 

It can be said without fear of 
contradiction that as early as the 
sixteenth century. Bristol had at- 
tained an important position in the 


oe industry.’ The introduction of hops 


gave a*great. Impetus 'to the trade, 
and Bristol brewers were making 
use of hops ijn the reign of Henry 


‘|VIL, a practice which was not re- 


garded favourably by the municipal 
authorities, Parllament was ‘peti- 
tloned against the use of hops as 


being “a wicked weed that would 


spoil the best. of drink and endan- 
gar the people;” and the Bristol 
city fathers in 1605 forbade the 
putting of hops into ale, except in 
the months of June, July, and 
August,'on pain of'a fine of 10s. 
One may smile to-day at the ac- 
tion of the municipal authorities 
of that distant time, when they ap- 
pointed an.“aleconner,” whose duty 
it was to visit the premises of every 
brewer in the city to taste the ale, |° 
and if he found it unwholesome to 
forbid its sale. History docs not 
tell how often he had to perform |¢ 
this no doubt congenial task, but 
he and his assistant were paid the 
joint yearly salary of £1 68 8d.
